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Mushroom Experts Show the 'Fun' in Fungi

If you think about it, mushrooms are more like 
humans than plants - plants can use the sun to make 
their own energy, while mushrooms (and humans) 
are incapable of making their own energy. They're 
'fleshy' like us; some mushrooms even resemble 
humans anatomically, sort of, and they thrive in similar 
environmental conditions. And, like people, some of them 
are good for you, some of them are toxic, and some of 
them could kill you. What's more, the genetics of humans 
and fungi show they share a common ancestor - likely a 
single-cell organism about 1.1 billion years ago! 

No wonder there are people who devote their 
studies to the fascinating science of mycology - the study 
of fungi. 

A couple of those mushroom experts from the 
Boston Mycological Club led a pretty big group of around 
50 people out on a mushroom walk on Sunday, September 
30, sponsored by the Sippican Lands Trust. Splitting into 
smaller groups, participants hunted the forest floor of the 
SLT White Eagle property in Marion for mushrooms of all 
shapes, sizes, and colors, and brought them all back to a 
long table for identification and discussion. 

There was a small number of mushrooms that 
are edible, of course, but most of those mushrooms on 
that table you wouldn't want to eat, whether they simply 
tasted bad, could make you hallucinate, could make you 
sick, or could make you die; some would make you really 
sick before you got better and felt good and then you'd 
die. And the thing is this, a lot of them look so much alike 
that only a true mushroom expert could tell the difference. 

Having said that, I decided to refrain from any 
mushroom "identification" facts in this article to avoid 
misleading our readers down the path to their own peril. 
Instead, I'll just emphasize the 'fun' in fungi and share 
some fun information about mushrooms that mycologists

First, after the waivers were signed, of course, 
Fienberg and Neefus urged people not to eat any 
mushrooms based on the two mycologists' identification 
of them - enough of a warning for many of us to jettison 
the thought of ever eating wild mushrooms that we 
ourselves identified, given that even an expert isn't 100 
percent certain. 

There are actually many factors to identifying 
a mushroom beyond just its appearance. It's important 
to take a good look at the base of the mushroom hidden 
beneath the earth. You have to look at where it's growing 
- near pine trees, or oak trees? You have to peel back a 
layer or two, squeeze it a bit to watch it change color, 
even smear some on something like cloth or paper to 
see if it will make a stain within a minute. And, if still in 
doubt, you could always take a small bite and chew it 
just a little to ascertain whether it is bitter or not before 
spitting it out. After all, one must fully ingest a poisonous 
mushroom in order to be sickened! Then if you're still

Tri-Town Addressing Youth Vaping Epidemic

It's delicious, cheap, and easy to get: vaping. 

It's easy to use, easy to conceal, and easy to think it's 
relatively harmless, but vaping is also easy to become 
chemically dependent on, even in as little as a fortnight. 

The inhalation of an aerosol concoction of 
flavoring and nicotine has become a major health threat to 
the nation's youth and, like the FDA and the various anti¬ 
tobacco and anti-nicotine groups out there, the Tri-Town 
is turning its attention towards protecting young people 
from the dangers of vaping as the number of adolescents 
and teenagers trying and regularly using electronic 
cigarettes and devices reaches epidemic proportions. 

Bob Collette from the Cape Cod Regional Tobacco 
Program and Morissa Vital from the Southeast Tobacco- 
Free Community Partnership told the parents inside the 
ORR auditorium on September 20 that underage use of 
electronic nicotine delivery systems, most commonly 
known as e-cigarettes or 'vaping,' has increased 900% 
since 2005, especially during the last two years. 

"This is a problem that's reached epidemic 
[proportions]," said Collette. "As adults in the community 
... it all caught us off-guard." 

According to a statewide survey of Massachusetts 
high school students, 44.8% have admitted they have 
tried vaping at least once, a number much higher than the 
number of high school students who smoked cigarettes in 
the '80s and '90s. 

Collette said young people are vaping at a rate 
nine times higher than adults, with 23.7% of teenagers 
vaping as opposed to 2.6% of adults. 

"So it really is a youth problem," said Collette. 

Nicotine primes the still-developing adolescent

brain for future addiction. Vital said, causing permanent 
damage that cannot be reversed. 

And the tobacco industry knows this, Collette 
said, spending about 95% of their marketing budget 
targeting adolescents age 14. 

"Those are when the kids are most vulnerable 
with their own self identities, trying to figure out who 
they are, what social group are they going to identify 
with, all the anxiety about going into high school," said 
Collette. "The tobacco industry knows it - the middle 
school kids are quite vulnerable." 

What's more, said Collette, "[Nicotine use 
in teens] can also lead to mood disorders such as 
depression." And the younger a person is addicted to 
nicotine, the longer they will use the drug and the harder 
it will be to quit. 

Big Tobacco uses three powerful tactics: "It's 
sweet, cheap, and easy to get," said Collette. 

The tasty, fruity, novelty flavors are what appeal 
to the youth. Flavored e-cigarettes are sold everywhere, 
including some pharmacies, and are sold in convenient 
stores and corner stores, places where young people 
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advisor today.

frequent. They cost less than a pack of cigarettes, and they 
can be used without detection and hidden from parents 
and teachers. 

One of the major brands of vaping devices is 
Juul, pronounced "jewel," and comes in an array of forms 
from devices that look like USB thumb drives and even 
resemble eyeliner or a pen that can be slipped into a 
pocket and blend in with other ordinary everyday items. 
Vital said. 

"You just don't know, so just be vigilant about 
things," Vital warned parents. "Make sure you know 
what they have in their possession." 

Some of the refillable flavored nicotine pod 
packets even mimic the packaging of familiar products, 
like Sour Patch Kids, for example, and there are about 
8,000 different flavors available out there, Collette said, 
and a lot of misinformation, too. 

Surprisingly, many young people who vape 
aren't even aware that the aerosol they are inhaling 
contains nicotine; in fact, Collette and Vital had one 
e-liquid displayed that clearly stated "Nicotine-Free" on 
the packaging, yet a quick read of the ingredients shows 
nicotine listed as the last ingredient. 

"It's really important," said Collette. "The Juul, 
the e-cigarettes - there is nicotine in them. They're not 
just harmless water vapor as many people unfortunately 
think." 

Sixty-three percent of Juul users don't think it 
contains nicotine, Collette stated. "There's no such a thing 
as a Juul product that doesn't contain nicotine." 

"What do they get out of it?" one parent asked. 

A rush of energy, Collette told her. "It's a 
stimulant," he said, one that uses the same pleasure 
pathways as cocaine and heroin, he added. And although 
one e-cigarette contains as much nicotine as a pack of 
cigarettes, Collette said that kids are taking more frequent, 
bigger puffs from them so they are being exposed to 
higher doses that are forming lifelong addictions to 
nicotine. 

And unlike smoking cigarettes, there is no stigma 
surrounding vaping and it's more socially accepted. Plus, 
Mom and Dad won't smell it on them, and students are 
even sneaking vape puffs in school, said Collette. 

"It's a public health issue," he said. 

So, what is so dangerous about vaping aside from 
the addiction to nicotine? The chemicals, Collette said. 

"The human lungs are not designed to fill with 
aerosol," said Collette. "You wouldn't inhale your 
hairspray or your [deodorant]." 

The main chemicals that put the 'vapor' in vaping 
are propylene glycol and diacetyl. Propylene glycol is an 
oil widely used as a food additive and approved by the

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FDA, and also used for some industrial applications, such 
as in plastics manufacturing, Collette explained. 

But it's the diacetyl - the flavoring - that is known 
to cause a condition now called "popcorn lung," and is 
similar to chronic obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD). 
The disease was called popcorn lung after workers in a 
microwave popcorn factory became seriously ill from 
inhaling the artificial butter flavoring containing diacetyl 
over a period of time, explained Collette. 

"It's irreversible," said Collette, and there are no 
long-term studies on vaping, which wasn't introduced 
until 2006. "It's going to take some time to find out exactly 
how dangerous these [vaping] products are." 

And there are no safe "water vapor" flavor 
pods, Collette said. They still contain the same aerosol 
chemicals. 

So how do you get your kids to avoid vaping or, 
if they've already started vaping, to quit? 

"Parental disapproval is the greatest deterrent 
for any behavior of this sort," said Collette. "They do 
it because their friends are doing it. Educate them and 
express your disapproval on the strongest terms." 

And don't be afraid to use graphics of popcorn 
lung disease, Collette said. 

"Get them off [vaping]," said Collette. "Chances 
are, if they are using it doesn't mean they're bad; it just 
means they need help to quit." 

Talk to your kids, said Collette. Educate 
yourselves as parents, and hold honest conversations

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contour of my neck into the pillow's rounded edge, take 
a deep breath, and sink into it. But I can't relax. I can't let 
go. My neck stays straight, suspended in air like a bridge 
for my overactive imagination to walk across to my 
clenched shoulder muscles and aching spine. I can't get 
comfortable. I toss the pillow aside and lie flat on the bed. 
Dissatisfied, I snatch the pillow back and again position it 
beneath me - first below my shoulder blades for support, 
then yanking it up higher until my chin hits my chest.

have felt as he entered the Wonka factory as I positioned 
myself on my back and gently pressed my head and neck 
onto the pillow. Seconds later, my neck released its grip 
on my cervical spine, followed by my shoulders dropping 
down deep into the mattress. But it was a Tuesday, so it 
was deadline day, and I had work to do. I had to leave 
that first potential nap for now; but, instead of dreading 
bedtime, now I couldn't wait for it.

fast asleep as soundly as ever, while I was back to the 
computer researching another no-neck-pain-guaranteed 
wonder pillow. 

This next pillow was way different, with its 
plastic bladder bag you fill with water and a top layer 
of fluffy stuffing. The online reviews were mixed, but 
favored "the best sleep ever." It was more expensive than 
the last pillow, but I could always begrudgingly return it 
for a refund if I don't like it - make that, if I hated it.

Mattapoisett Man Takes Tuna Fishing to TV

A small boy sits in his boat while overhead the 
clear blue sky is filled with sun and soft clouds cast 
shadows across the surface of the pond. The child begins 
to imagine a life at sea: a life filled with days of fresh 
air, sunshine, and the thrill of the catch. He'll dream of 
bigger boats and massive seas, and a much larger catch. 
His dreams will become his passion and his passion will 
become his life's work. 

As Mattapoisett's Tyler Macallister tells it, "My 
grandfather Herbert Sunderman introduced me to fishing. 
He lived on Wequaquet Lake in Centerville. I started 
fishing a lot at a very young age with him on a small boat 
my grandparents had gotten for me." 

By the time he was 12 years old, Macallister 
would be well on his way to becoming a commercial 
fisherman. 

"I started commercial fishing on a limited basis 
at twelve and commercial tuna fishing at seventeen," he 
said. 

Today, Macallister has created for himself and his 
family a lifestyle that allows him to hunt for tuna deep 
in the Atlantic Ocean, while also providing consultant 
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services to the telecommunications and solar industries. 

"I've built my life to function well around 
commercial tuna fishing," he explained. The sound of 
his voice resonates with a sense of being very satisfied 
with his life choices, especially fishing. Macallister has 
also been a Mattapoisett Selectman since 2011 and a 
commission member on the 
Conservation Commission 
from 2005 to 2011. 

But his first love is 
clearly fishing. 

The fishing vessel 
Cynthia C., named after his 
wife, sails from Sandwich 
Harbor, a historic port for 
both shore and offshore 
fishing. 

"I bought my first 
commercial tuna boat in 
2002," Macallister said. "I 
started building the F / V 
C. in 2001 and 
launched her in 2009. Bought F/V Cynthia C. 2 in 2016." 

Macallister has also known a bit of fame from 
tuna fishing. He has been featured on The Outdoor 
Channel on Trev Gowdy's Monster Fish, New England 
Fishing, On The Water Television, Boston Magazine, Cape 
Cod Life, and various fishing blogs. And, oh yes, he was 
recently videotaped for the Discovery Channel's Local 
Knowledge series. 

While filming for the Discovery Channel, 
Macallister said the weather was terrible. "We saw one 
great white shark, which always makes good television, 
but only one bunch of fish." And by 6:00 pm on the last 
day of filming, after sending the spotter plane home due 
to bad (atmospheric) light conditions, "and with no fish in 
the cockpit," said Macallister, they suddenly spotted fish 
jumping in the water. 

"We got very lucky," Macallister said. "The fish 
came up, swam close to the surface, and we were able to 
catch two 500-pound tuna in about ten minutes, pretty 
much going from zero to hero. 

"The show really captured the frustration and 
subsequent exhilaration of catching fish at the last 
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minute," he recalled. 

Macallister said that back in the mid-1980s there 
was a great deal of pressure on tuna. But he said that 
fisherman, along with regulatory agencies, "made a lot of 
good decisions" that allowed the fish stock to rebound. 
However, tuna populations remained low through the 
early 2000s, driving up prices. Today the opposite is true. 

"People often ask me about tuna prices. It varies 
between $6 and $8 a pound," Macallister shared. "The 
fish have recovered in great numbers and fish farming 
allows tuna to be an on-demand commodity." Abundance 
has driven down prices, while demand for the fish has 
remained high. 

Putting the business side of fishing in the stern for 
a moment, the thrill of fishing is a powerful force. While 
out at sea, all other thoughts are blown away as the vessel 
advances on a school of tuna. Concentration is paramount 
so that safety is ensured. 

"It's not dangerous if you know what you're 
doing," Macallister said. 

In the spring, when the tuna are traveling closer 
to the surface, Macallister uses a spotter pilot to give him 
the coordinates, allowing him to hone in on the fish. 

"We harpoon fish in the spring," Macallister 
explained. 

Later on in the season when the fish are fattening 
up for their migration south, they travel deeper into the 
water column. 

"That's when we use rods and reels," he said.

The biggest tuna Macallister ever hauled in 
weighed 1,150 pounds. 

"They are big fish," he said. 

To find the tuna during the fishing season, which 
runs from June through October, professional fishermen 
must travel up to 70 miles out to sea. But Macallister also 
enjoys fishing closer to shore, especially if it includes 
young people. Macallister takes groups on fishing trips 
out of Mattapoisett Harbor in the spring, traveling about 
three miles out into Buzzards Bay. 

"We go for sea bass, fluke, scup; it's a lot of 
fun," said Macallister. "They get a lot of action." The 
beaming faces of the children tell him just how much he is 
influencing their young lives. "I really like taking the kids 
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fishing." 

As a man whose outdoor interests are deeply 
ingrained, Macallister sees a need to engage our youths. 

"We need more recruitment in the outdoors," he 
said. "We need to get kids and young adults interested 
in fishing. If we don't, fees collected by U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Services, fees that help to support conservation 
efforts, will dry up." He added, "Sportsmen support the 
majority of the conservation efforts in the US." 

As a professional tuna fisherman who has 
experienced the thrill and the challenges this type of 
hunting can bring, Macallister laughs at reality TV shows 
such as Wicked Tuna. 

"Don't believe it," said Macallister. "That's 
entertainment." 

The real tuna fishing is, no doubt, much more 
exciting.

2018 Country Fair Ends in the Red 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Country Fair did not amass 
any profits this year, Kelly Morgado from the Country 
fair Committee reported on October 1 to the Board of 
Selectmen. In fact, this year it lost money. 

Providing the board with a recap of the 2018 
country fair, Morgado reported, "It went extremely well, 
except for the horrific weather on Saturday evening, so we 
took a huge financial hit." 

Morgado said the festivities and entertainment 
planned for that Saturday cost the committee roughly 
$10,000, and due to the poor weather, there were no 
proceeds that evening from admissions fees. 

"So we actually lost money this year versus what 
we started with," said Morgado. "We have money in the 
account, but we did not make money this year." 

To mitigate the loss, Morgado proposed adding 
further fundraisers for the upcoming year, beyond the 
six the committee is allowed as per the committee's 
agreement with the Town. She hopes to host a clambake 
and another antique tractor pull, among other things in 
2019. 

"That will help us recoup some of the money that 
we lost at the fair this year," said Morgado. 

Morgado reported on the country fair's first 
beer garden, also, saying that, although there were no 
problems that resulted from serving beer and wine at the 
event, there were setbacks to how the beer garden was 
cordoned off from the rest of the fair. 

"People were happy that it was there, [but] it was 
just very awkward how it was set up," said Morgado. The 
beer garden had physical barriers with a police officer 
inside, sometimes with two, Morgado said. "We had 
absolutely no problems, except if somebody was there 
with their younger children the children couldn't go in." 

Morgado has since spoken with police, "And our 
feedback was to open it up to the fairgrounds and not 
have a sectioned area," said Morgado. "If that's approved, 
then we can obviously put on more officers for details if

that's one of the requirements." 

The committee also presented a number of 
maintenance projects, including electrical work that will 
be done with the assistance of Old Colony students and 
staff, and some gate and fence work, as well as a well tank 
relocation. 

One proposal for building a pavilion structure at 
the fairgrounds to save money on tent rentals was a mild 
concern for Board of Selectmen Chairman Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley. 

"I'm not sure about the [pavilion] building 
because that appears to be a permanent structure and 
I think one of the things we agreed was no permanent 
structures," said Hartley.

Morgado said tent rental prices tripled this year 
to almost $7,000, and a pavilion, which would be built 
using mostly volunteer labor and donated materials, 
would bring tent rental needs down to just one tent. 

"Many of these things ... need to have, in my 
opinion, the approval and support of the neighbors before 
I personally would even consider them," said Hartley. 

Selectman Brad Morse sits on the Rochester 
Country fair Committee, and he suggested to Morgado 
that they discuss this list of requests at the committee's 
next meeting. 

"I'm looking at the hit we took this year 
and trying to figure out how we can make it better," 
Morgado said, adding another request: "To not have this 
[discussion] drag on for months. 

"We have got to figure out what were going 
do - probably now, which I know is not gonna happen," 
Morgado said. 

Police Chief Robert Small did comment that he 
would be willing to talk about opening the entire fair up 
to serving alcohol, saying, "Obviously, my suggestion 
would be the same thing - have a conversation and figure 
out what's best for public safety, but I'm certainly willing 
to have a conversation." 

Also during the meeting, the board reviewed the 
seven-article warrant for the November 19 Fall Special 
Town Meeting taking place at RMS at 6:30 pm. 

Article 1 codified the existing zoning bylaws with 
no change to the substance of the bylaws. 

Article 2 pertains to the Green Communities Act: 
adding a solar energy overlay district to allow by-right 
use of the town's capped landfill for a solar array project. 
Article 3 would provide another overlay district option 
for voters to consider relative to satisfying the Green 
Communities Act, this one for alternative energy research, 
development, or manufacturing limited to the existing 
industrial zone. 

Article 4, another article related to Green 
Communities, adopts the new building Stretch Code, 
which Bailey said is already very close to the current 
building code, according to the building commissioner. 

Article 5 is general housekeeping of zoning 
bylaws that will include multi-family conversion, 
relocating the table of accessory uses, addressing 
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temporary storage container use on private property, 
referencing the preservation of agriculture within the 
Agricultural / Residention zone, and providing a waiver 
for the use of combustible engines on certain ponds, 
specifically reserving waivers for scientific survey or 
study 

Article 6 would appropriate a financial sum to 
upgrade to the Town's property evaluation software that 
will cost at least $15,000, and Article 7 is for $10,000 to 
hire a grant writer to assist the Town is seeking new grant 
opportunities. 

In other matters, the board will hold a dog 
nuisance hearing for Liberal and Melinda Teixeira of 368 
North Avenue. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey informed the board 
that there have been several complaints from neighbors 
about the presence of dogs on the property barking, and 
the animal control officer has been to the site at least once. 

The Teixeiras and their dogs have a history with 
dog nuisance complaints, first appearing before the 
Board of Selectmen in 2014 and given specific orders for 
licensing and a sound-proof kennel building to mitigate 
noise. Bailey said in 2015 the Teixeiras were found in 
violation and the matter was taken to court. 

"They're now back to breeding dogs and having 
dogs outside again barking," said Bailey, and he requested 
a new dog nuisance hearing to take place at the next 
meeting. 

According to Bailey, the Teixeiras currently do not 
have a license to operate a kennel at their residence. 

The board will review the WasteZero curbside 
textile and "soft" recycling program contract and make a 
decision during a special meeting reserved specifically for 
WasteZero at 9:00 am Thursday, October 4. 

The next regular meeting of the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for October 15 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
Bond Anticipatory Note (BAN) totaling $8,015,000, which 
includes $5,620,000 that was already borrowed in 2010. 
Another $2,395,000 was added to this BAN to combine 
them all and refinance the prior BAN, and through 
refinancing will save the town $368,800 in interest. 

In other matters, before a quick meeting with 
three Marion School Committee members, the selectmen 
acknowledged the sudden and unexpected passing of 
School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer. 

"It's a huge loss for all of us," said Marion School 
Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini. 

The board then appointed James Bride to the 
Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School Committee.

A water/sewer abatement request for 428 Front 
Street was tabled at the last meeting until today in 
order to investigate why the sewer superintendent and 
acting Department of Public Works superintendent had 
opposing recommendations.

Board Wrestles with Setback Amendment 

Marion Planning Board

There was one thing on the minds of the members 
of the Marion Planning Board Monday night: the zoning 
amendment put forth by Sherman Briggs. 

On September 18, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
allowed the last-minute addition to the Fall Special Town 
Meeting warrant of Briggs' article proposing 10-foot 
setbacks in the Residence E zoning district. 

Briggs joined the conversation as the Planning 
Board tried to sort out their position on the amendment. 

The board had been wrestling with their role in 
providing relief to Briggs in his development plan for 
the Spring Street property. Briggs contends that, in order 
to develop the property with the 27 units he needs to be 
profitable, he needs leeway with the setback requirements 
for the mandatory three affordable housing units to be 
included in the development. 

Vice Chairman Steve Kokkins summarized the 
board's position, saying, "[The] general sentiment... was 
that in this particular case, there is no issue or problem 
with setback reductions..." because the development 


does not intrude on other property owners and abuts 
unoccupied land. Kokkins continued, "How do we handle 
changing the bylaw that may be used in a way we don't 
intend?" 

At issue is whether changing the setback 
requirements in Residence E zoning district would then 
apply to all future developments in the district. 

Chairman Will Saltonstall supported Kokkins' 
position, saying, "There's a difference going through a 
process for a particular property as opposed to changing 
zoning for all land in this zone." 

Board member Eileen Marum pointed out that 
the Residence E zoning district makes up roughly 0.03% 
of the area of the town, so this amendment would apply 
to very little property, to which board member Norm 
Hills later added that there are no other undeveloped 
properties in town currently zoned Residence E. 

Saltonstall suggested that a more appropriate 
bylaw would give the planning board the ability to give 
leeway on the setback requirement. 

"I have grave concerns," stated board member 
Chris Collings. "Town Meeting is unpredictable [on this 
project]. I don't see these votes at Town Meeting as a 
guaranteed solution to these things... 

"[There are] disconnects of the overlap of the 
Master Plan and zoning," Collings further stated. "I was 
hoping we could come up with a way to get past these 
hurdles. ... I think it is important that the Planning Board 
is more involved." 
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Board member Kristen Saint Don Campbell 
suggested that a change in the zoning bylaw for this 
project made sense, saying, "We know what Sherman 
Briggs intends, [but] what is another developer going to 
do - they may not be as reputable. ... The developer may 
not have our best interests in mind." 

If the project were to go to the ZB A, it would 
have to demonstrate a hardship, among other criteria, to 
get relief for the setback requirement. Collings suggested 
that the conflict between the Master Plan and zoning 
requirements could be considered a legitimate hardship. 
Saltonstall was skeptical, contending this was too liberal 
an interpretation of the criteria. 

Kokkins then suggested a more assertive 
approach, proposing, "We take a proactive stance in terms 
of the law that we favor the setback plan that is shown ... 
with the existing setbacks on the affordable apartments. 
The developer has taken steps to reduce impacts. We 
could approve those setbacks and let the chips fall where 
they may." 

Although Saltonstall thought this idea was too 
risky, Kokkins suggested it would be made in good faith. 

Collings said, "If I was selling this idea. I'd reduce 
the idea to a few salient points." 

The board seemed to agree that Collings would 
be the best at presenting the idea to Town Meeting. 

Saltonstall concluded the discussion with a 
recommendation, saying, "Under the Residence E zoning 
district, the Planning Board - as the Special Permit 
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granting authority, has the authority to grant setback and 
dimensional requirements in multifamily projects. ... 
Given this authority, we will be reviewing all parts of this 
project." 

Collings agreed, adding, "[The] resolution of 
conflicts in planning is in our wheelhouse. Getting the 
power into the Planning Board cleans up a pathway to get 
things done." 

Saltonstall will speak with the town administrator 
and town counsel on the viability of the idea before the 
public hearing on October 15. 

In other business, the board discussed the 
proposed changes in the kennel licensing bylaw 
appearing on the Town Meeting warrant. Town Planner 


Gil Hilario informed the committee that the town 
administrator wanted the language defining household 
kennels to be removed entirely from the bylaw. Anyone 
with up to three dogs would be regulated simply as 
a pet owner. Residents with four to 10 dogs would be 
considered a hobby kennel, and anyone with 11 or more 
would be considered a commercial kennel. Kennels will 
be allowed in the Residential, General Business, Limited 
Business, and Limited Industrial zoning districts. 

The board voted to endorse the bylaw. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for October 15 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

No Contract Yet for New Exec. Director 

Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District Committee

The October 1 meeting of the Carver, Marion, 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District Committee 
found the board still without a contract deal with Michele 
Bernier, the candidate the board selected as the new 
executive director of the regionalized trash district. 

The position was left vacant in February 2018 
after the board fired then executive director Ray Pickles 
and then charged him with fraud and embezzlement in a 
civil complaint. 

Negotiations with Bernier began a month ago on 
August 29, and as of the first of October, there is no signed 
contract. 

The board began its meeting on October 1 in 
executive session to discuss the negotiations with Bernier 
and then in open session gave almost no information on 
negotiation progress. 

CMWRRDD Chairman Stephen Cushing 
representing Marion motioned that the board allow the 
three town administrators to proceed "in the way that 
we've instructed them to do." 

In a follow-up for clarification, Cushing 
confirmed that negotiations were still ongoing between 
the CMWRRDD and its first-choice candidate, Michele 
Bernier. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
commented that he would know by the end of the next 
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business day, Tuesday, October 2, whether Bernier accepts 
what might be the CMW's final details of a contract 
proposal, or if the board will have to hold a special 
meeting on the position on that Thursday, October 4, at 
5:00 pm at the Marion Police Station. 

In a follow-up with Dawson Tuesday night, he 
stated that he had been in a meeting all afternoon, and 
had not spoken with the town administrators from Carver 
or Wareham; therefore, he did not know at that time 
whether Bernier had accepted an offer or not. 

Bernier is currently the solid waste management 
director for the Town of North Attleboro. The board's 
second choice was former executive secretary and DPW 
superintendent for the Town of Fairhaven, Jeffrey Osuch. 
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The next regular meeting of the Carver, Marion, 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District Committee will 
be October 24 at 5:00 pm at the Marion Police Station. 

Snow's Pond "A Resource Worth Protecting" 

Rochester Conservation Commission

It was late in the meeting when Michelle Kirby 
rose to address the commissioners during the October 2 
meeting of the Rochester Conservation Commission. Kirby 
is the newly-appointed president of the newly-organized 
Snow's Pond Association whose goal is the preservation 
and protection of the historic fresh water kettle pond. 

Kirby explained that in recent years the pond 
has gone from "crystal clear" to a host for invasive plant 
species such as myriophyllum, common name "milfoil," 
and urticularia, common name "bladderwort." 

Giving a bit of historical perspective, Kirby said 
that there are 15 abutters along the pond's shoreline, many 
who are family members of the Hartley Family Trust. 

In 1970, the residents of the area restricted the used of 
gas motors on the pond. All seemed well with the water 
remaining clear and clean. However, by the mid-1990s, new 
plant types began to appear in the pond. 

In 1998, some of the private property owners 
brought their concerns to the Conservation Commission. 
Laurell Farinon, Rochester's conservation agent, enlisted 
the assistance of a wetlands scientist who subsequently 
found three invasive plant types inhabiting the pond. 

The expert suggested methods for removing the plants 
that included the use of herbicides along with mechanical 
removal. But who would pay for that? 

Farinon suggested to the concerned residents that 
they organize themselves, ensuring that all voices were 
heard and all the help that could possibly be garnered as a 
group could be achieved. 

"Nothing happened," Kirby replied. 

Kirby continued, "Fifteen years later, another 
property owner brought in a scientist who found six 
invasive species, but didn't think it required a management 
plan." 

Later that same year, Kirby said, the scientist 
reversed his thinking due to the abundance of plant 
growth. But, again, nothing happened. 

"Now this summer was the worst I've ever seen," 
Kirby lamented. Farinon's assistance was one again asked. 
Farinon's response: "You need a unified group." 

Kirby proudly announced the creation of the 
Snow's Pond Association, a group of property owners with 
a common interest - preserving Snow's Pond now and into 
the future. 

Kirby said that they would be seeking professional 
services for the 2019 spring and summer growing season 
so that weed mapping can take place and management 
planning can begin. 

"We wanted to put this in front of you," said 
Kirby. "The pond is a great resource in Rochester worth 
protecting." 

Kirby said that, unlike neighboring states.

Massachusetts does not have an invasive species program 
that mandates the cleaning of water vessels before 
entering fresh bodies of water, a practice used to help 
prevent cross contamination. And, while there isn't any 
public access to Snow's Pond, access by foot is available 
through property owned by the Wildlands Trust. 

"As many as a thousand people enjoy the pond in 
the summer," said Kirby. 

"We should do everything we can to help you," 
commission member Laurene Gerrior said, and the 
commission agreed to provide guidance and applauded 
Kirby's efforts. 

Farinon said she has been encouraging 
property owners with interest in the pond, a part of the 
Mattapoisett River Water Shed region, to join forces and 
that moving forward, "any plan will require permitting," 
said Farinon. "We are all going to be learning together on 
this one." 

Earlier in the evening, Kirby and A. Hammerman, 
applicants for a Request for Determination of 
Applicability, received permission to remove three trees 
on their property located at 80 Snow's Pond 

Also coming before the commission was 
Nicholas Araujo with a RDA for property located on 
Old Schoolhouse Road. Araujo received a Negative 
determination of applicability for scraping and leveling 
an existing driveway and trimming overhanging 
vegetation. 

At the beginning of the meeting. Chairman 
Michael Conway expressed his continued frustration with 
applicants who ask for repeated continuance. 

A Notice of Intent hearing for REpurpose 
Properties was continued until October 16. Farinon once 
again said that there was movement on the proposed 
multi-unit 55+ residential project, but that pre-existing 
issues were still being worked through. She said that 
an old Order of Conditions required the clean up of 
fill on the site located adjacent to Plumb Corner, and 
that drainage from the retail complex also needed to be 
addressed. Farinon said she had been in contact with 
REpurposes's attorney, and she remained confident all 
matters were well on their way to be finalized. 

Also continued until October 16 was a NOI 
hearing for Borrego Solar Systems for wetlands 
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delineation at property located at 75 Vaughan Hill Road, 
and Cor Go LLC's NOI hearing for the construction of a 
single-family house. 

Conway insisted that applicants seeking a 
continuance do so in writing, not via e-mail, and that they 
specify the reason why the continuance is necessary. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for October 16 at 7:00 pm in the 
town hall meeting room. 

ZBA Imposes Stipulations with Decision 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

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of Field Engineering, Inc., has been before several 
Mattapoisett governing bodies, including the Planning 
Board and the Conservation Commission, over the last 
month or so. 

The application presented before each board has 
been pretty straightforward; Chase Canopy is desirous 
of expanding their footprint at their current location on 
Route 6 in Mattapoisett. 

The business has been renting storage space at 
a Fairhaven location for a number of years and seeks to 
consolidate their operation at the Mattapoisett site. In 
order to do so, their application calls for the construction 
of an 8,000 square-foot building, the removal of storage 
trailers currently on the site, and the subdivision of 
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a residential building situated on the 2.2 acres that 
constitute the property. 

Simple enough, but added to this equation is 
the fact that part of the acreage falls into the historical 
aquifer protection district, and that Mattapoisett Building 
Inspector Andy Bobola instructed the applicant that the 
residential structure would have to be subdivided from 
the commercial sector before a building permit could be 
considered. 

With the clock ticking down on a December 
deadline for the business owners to apply for a federal 
small business loan program administered by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Field has been 
successful in gaining, at the very least, provisional 
acceptance of the project. 

At the September 4 hearing of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission, the commission scoped out 
the necessary Wetlands Protection Act conditions that the 
project, as presented, would be required to follow. They 
also agreed that decades of use and disturbances of the 
property rendered the area unfit for wildlife despite the 
bordering wetlands, but that a pending decision from the 
Massachusetts Natural Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program (MNHESP) required the application to be 
continued. 

Fields asked for, and received, a letter for the 
Zoning Board of Appeals indicating that the project, as 
submitted, would be acceptable if MNHESP renders a 
Negative determination on wildlife impact. The ZBA 
hearing was continued. 

At the September 17 meeting of the Planning 
Board, the decision was that once the project cleared 
the Conversation Commission, the project would 
receive a Form A Approval Not Required decision for 
the residential lot subdivision, and that the site plan, as 
submitted, would be permitted. Fields asked for, and 
received, a letter to take to the ZBA hearing demonstrating 
the viability of the project as submitted. The Planning 
Board hearing was continued. 

But those letters meant little to one ZBA member 
on September 27 when Field once again outlined the 
project, this time seeking a Special Permit from the ZBA. 

After Fields presented the scope of the plan, 
including where decisions by the Planning Board and 
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Conservation Commission stood, longtime ZB A member 
Mary Ann Brogan asked of Fields, "Have they been 
approved?" 

Chairman Susan Akin responded, "We can put 
that as a stipulation that they must be done with Natural 
Heritage and that the subdivision be complete." 

The letters from the other governing boards were 
reviewed, but Brogan said, "We can't approve till it's 
subdivided - it's like a Catch 22." 

Fields then explained the interpretation received 
from Bobola (who was not present), saying, "There's no 
mechanism that says you can't record this." 

Akin again stated, "We can make that as a 
stipulation." 
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But Brogan was not moved to agree, saying that 
with respect to the Conservation Commission, "I think 
they are very lax bringing it to us before they approved." 
At one point, she said she didn't care about the letters that 
had been submitted by the other boards. 

Speaking on behalf of Chase Canopy, Ben 
Philbrook, an employee, indicated that time was of the 
essence with local jobs weighing in the balance. 

ZBA member Tony Tranfaglia pointed out 
that, even if the ZBA granted the Special Permit with 
stipulations, if the MNHESP does not approve the project, 
then it could not move forward. 

Ultimately, the application for a Special Permit 
was granted with stipulations with Brogan in agreement. 

Also receiving a Special Permit was Polly 
Rousseau of 96 Mattapoisett Neck Road for the 
construction of an oversized garage that will not include 
any dwelling spaces. The project had already received 
approval from the Conservation Commission and the 
Board of Health, according to Field who represented the 
applicant. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for October 18 at 6:00 pm 
at the Mattapoisett Town Hall if there are hearings. 

Show Me the Hardship. 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Although Mark Pepin of 44 Bennett Road was 
granted a Variance to build an addition to his house and 
a new garage fewer than 40 feet from the side setback, 
it wasn't without some criticism from the board and a 
Conservation Commission member who showed up to 
urge against the garage. 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman 
Richard Cutler started out on September 27 by telling 
Pepin, "Your site plan is a little bit lacking." He pointed 
out that an existing shed on Pepin's property was 
not marked on the plan, "of course..." said Cutler 
pessimistically. 

Cutler asked Pepin the purpose for the addition, 
which, in addition to adding a garage, is to extend the 
kitchen and add a new laundry room with a bathroom. 
Cutler also wanted to be sure the stairs in the garage 
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would not lead to some habitable space. 

"Would you consider getting a smaller car so you 
don't need such a big garage?" Cutler said to Pepin, who 
modestly replied that he and his family own three cars 
and a lot of tools needing storage. 

"Anything else we need to know?" Cutler asked. 

Pepin said he initially considered a different 
location for the garage, "Which would have worked 
out, but there was more room on this side," said Pepin 
pointing to the plan. "We had to encroach too much on 
that side." Pepin pointed out the location of a leeching pit 
where the garage could not be built. 

Cutler said he would "point out the obvious" to 
the board, saying that Pepin's house is within an older 
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subdivision with smaller lots. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Michael 
Conway asked the ZB A whether Pepin could show 
any significant hardship, one of the requirements for a 
variance. 

"I have not heard of any hardship shown," 
Conway said. 

"Well, he alluded to the hardship," said Cutler. 
"The hardship is he's really showing here where the 
septic system is located, so you can't really put the garage 
towards the back - of course, he could make it smaller." 

"Or," said Conway, "you could take the position 
the garage, in and of itself, is not necessary... [and] you 
don't have to put an addition on it." 

"That's true," Cutler said. "We could." 

"I'm looking, basically, how close to the property 
line he's going," Conway said. "From that standpoint, I 
really have no objections. ... But I do want him to show 
significant hardship because that's what the bylaw calls 
for." 

"Ya," said Cutler. "Unfortunately, most people 
that come before the ZBA ... are supposed to be 
demonstrating the hardship, so we have to pull it out of 
them." 

According to Pepin, in order to build the 
addition in another spot, he would have to clear-cut an 
undisturbed forested area of mature trees. 

"Shape of lot hardship is acceptable," said Cutler. 
"Whether that's considered a hardship or not, that's up 
for the board to decide." 

One ZBA member said he thinks, although a 
garage is not essential, property owners should have a 
right to a garage. 

ZBA member David Arancio said, given the 
conditions of the subdivision, "Clear-cutting existing tress 
would not be to the neighborhood's benefit," another 
requirement of a variance. 

The variance was granted, but Pepin cannot 
come closer than 25 feet to the setback, the garage cannot 
be used for living space, and no commercial activity is 
allowed. 

In other matters, via a letter from his attorney. 
Jack Goyette of Snow's Pond Road withdrew his 
application without prejudice, so abutters have no need 
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to appear for the October 11 public hearing that was 
advertised. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for October 11 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Flood Zone Bylaw at Issue at ConCom Hearing 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission had a full 
agenda on September 26 with a number of applications 
mostly dispensed without much fanfare, with the 
exception of the application for razing a house off 
Converse Road. 

Nick Dufresne of Farland Corp. presented the 
Notice of Intent on behalf of Mark Ross of 195c Converse 
Road. The proposal is to raze an existing house on the lot, 
which is located at the end of a right of way, and replace it 
with a new home. 

Commission members visited the site to review 
the wetland line, which was delineated by Brandon 
Faneuf of Ecosystem Solutions in February. Conservation 
Commission Chairman Jeffrey Doubrava asked if there 
were soil logs to substantiate the wetland line, data which 
Dufresne did not have. 

"To be quite honest, the line seems either 
incredibly optimistic or arbitrary to me," said Doubrava. 

"I could not convince myself there was any difference 
between the land landward and seaward -1 could 


argue [the line] was 20 yards landward of where it was 
supposed to be." He stated that the line appeared to be 
the limit of mowing, which looks as though it has been 
mowed for many years. 

Member Cynthia Callow supported this idea, 
saying, "The groundcover looks a lot like salt marsh ... 
work has been done that should not have occurred." 

At issue further was the reconstruction of the 
home in the velocity zone. Doubrava informed Dufresne 
that there is a town bylaw that requires new construction 
to occur in the A zone, if possible. Dufresne countered 
that if the structure was to be built in the A zone then they 
could not abide by the setback requirements. 

"I'm not an attorney, but that's actually 
contemplated in the bylaw if you need a variance to build 
in the A zone," said Doubrava. 

Dufresne said that he had already received 
setback relief from the building commissioner for the front 
property lines and had not been told anything about this 
particular issue. 

Callow expressed her concern that the 
commission cannot rule against an existing town bylaw, 
while ConCom member Shaun Walsh suggested Dufresne 
speak with the building commissioner again and ask for a 
written opinion about the bylaw in question. 

In the meantime, the commission will meet with 
Faneuf regarding the wetland line at their next scheduled 
site inspection. 

Also during the meeting, Alan Harris of the 
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Sippican Lands Trust received a Negative Determination 
for his RDA application to maintain a portion of an 
existing stone walking path to Brainard Marsh. The 
proposal is to place woodchips over a 60-yard stretch 
of the path, and to clear the encroaching vegetation, 
including invasive species. Harris noted this is a 
temporary solution, and the Land Trust plans to put a 
boardwalk in the location in the future as funds allow. 

In other matters, David Davignon, of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates, sent a letter to the commission 
regarding the request for a Certificate of Compliance 
for an Order of Conditions for Copper Medal LLC. 

The certificate was for the completed 4-foot by 303- 
foot Association pier at 125 and 129 Converse Road. 
Davignon stated in his letter that the pier was constructed 
substantially as shown on the plan of record; therefore, 
the commission granted the Certificate of Compliance. 

Ed O'Connell, chairman of the Indian Cove Trust, 
presented a RDA for the mowing of a 6-foot wide walking 
path along Stoney Brook. The mowing has occurred for 
the last 35 years with no permit. Member Joel Hartley 
noted that the old permit allowed a 3-foot wide path, but 
6 feet seemed reasonable considering the current concern 
about Lyme disease. O'Connell was granted a Negative 
determination. 

James Miranda asked for permission to park 
and store equipment behind a building located at 133 
Wareham Street. The commission had concerns about 
maintaining permanent markers for the location of the 
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limit of activity on this site. A Negative determination 
was granted with the express condition that Miranda 
install and maintain a row of permanent metal stakes a 
minimum of 30 feet from the wetland line, 8 feet apart 
and 4 feet high, beyond which activity is prohibited. 

Christine Blindt received a Negative 
determination for her proposed 14-foot by 19-foot 
sundeck at 2 Harnum Way. 

Chairman of the Marion Open Space and 
Acquisition Commission John Rockwell presented the 
results of the 2017 Open Space survey. 

The survey was sent to all registered voters in 
town and received a 46 percent response rate. He drew 
the commission's attention particularly to question 
14, which asks what type of open space and recreation 
is important, to which harbor water quality was the 
predominant response. 

Rockwell noted that the Conservation 
Commission knows best that, "What happens on the land 
ends up in the water." The two biggest pollutants Marion 
contends with in its harbor are bacteria and nitrogen. 

The biggest problem facing Marion marine 
resources is pollution from run-off. Rockwell pointed out 
that the run-off from the commercial areas in Marion goes 
directly into the state stormwater system, which flows 
directly into the harbor without any treatment. He stated 
that pollution reduction is more effective at the source, 
rather than at the point of discharge. 

Rockwell also expressed disappointment that 
the number of respondents supportive of a local wetland 
bylaw has declined, with an increased number of people 
who have no opinion on the matter. He stated that 
education can go a long way to make the connection 
between an individual's behavior and water quality in the 
harbor. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for October 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Tri-Town Schools Adopt 2023 Strategic Plan 

The Joint School Committees

The Old Rochester school districts have a new 
Strategic Plan, with three main goal areas to strive 
towards over the next five years. 

The joint school committees of Old Rochester 
Regional and the three towns accepted the 2023 Strategic 
Plan on September 27, which addressed three areas: 21 st 
Century learning, social-emotional learning, and global 
citizenship. 

"We know that this document hopefully captures 
the direction the district needs to move, ... and if we do 
that we feel like we will be preparing our students for the 
future," said Superintendent Doug White. 

For 21 st Century learning, initiatives address 
career and technology skills, integrating them into the 
general curriculum, while providing more project-based 
learning experiences, at least twice a year. 

"If we provide all students with life and 
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career skills and innovation skills ... and create district 
environment leadership skills [and] social-emotional 
approaches, then we will ... strengthen social and 
emotional competencies and prepare them to be engaged 
citizens." 

The social-emotional learning goal focuses on 
relationships, behavior management, partnership, and 
safety and security. 

White brought up "restorative justice," a more 
contemporary social-emotional-based approach to 
behavior, saying the "old way" of dishing out detentions 
is no longer the approach for ORR. 

"We're looking for our students to have an 
understanding and a voice when their behaviors may be 
out of line," said White, while adding that there is yet a 
sense of cohesiveness in this approach across all Tri-Town 
districts. "What happens in Mattapoisett may be different 
than what's happening in Rochester, and is there a way 
for us to become consistent in that approach as they 
move to junior high school and high school, and that the 
expectations are very similar [throughout each grade] and 
are we helping kids manage this area of their life." 

There is also much talk about safety and security, 
said White, as well as the responsive classroom approach 
to social-emotional learning, which the high school 
wants to adopt while adapting it appropriately for older 
students. 

"We recommend that there is a consistent 
approach ... through the district, and why would we go in 
a different direction?" asked ORR High School Principal 
Mike Devoll. 

For the global citizenship goal, educators will 
look to raise cultural and diversity awareness, foster 
civic knowledge locally, statewide, and nationally, and 
encourage an understanding of others' perspectives. 

The individual school improvement plans will 
detail more about how each school will implement the 
goals consistently. White said, "And make some headway 
in all of this coming to fruition." 

The committee lauded the plan as presented, 
which White said had hours of hard work behind it. 

"All three [goals] are very much intertwined ... 
and support each other," said Devoll. "It's an exciting 
plan."

In other matters, the committee adopted a one- 
dollar an hour raise for substitute teachers and substitute 
cafeteria workers, hoping to attract more people willing to 
take the positions as they arise. 

"Right now, we're not getting people," said 
White. With $11 an hour instead of $10, he said, 
"Hopefully we will be able to recognize individuals who 
would be able to fill those spots." 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committees 
is scheduled for December 13 at 6:30 pm in the junior high 
media room. 

A Closer Look at ORR's Library Commons 
ORR Update

Upon entering through the front doors of Old 
Rochester Regional High School, there lies what appears 
to be an average library for the average high school. But 
to the students and staff, the Library Commons is so 
much more. 

Allison Barker, the school's librarian, has been 
in that position for three years, and during this time she 
has transformed the library to the Library Commons. The 
year before Ms. Barker took over as librarian, there was a 
leak in the roof and the library was flooded. Bookshelves 
were wrecked, and a lot of books were damaged beyond 
repair. 

In light of this destruction, Ms. Barker made 
some changes to the room. Instead of new bookshelves. 
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she added tables, comfy chairs, plants, decorations, and 
various different creative corners that really enforce the 
ideas of community and comfort. 

"It was always a goal of the previous librarian 
to have a 'learning commons/" said Barker. "With the 
commons ideology, you have open spaces that can easily 
be changed and there is lots of room for collaboration 
with students and staff members." 

One thing Barker is known for is her helpful 
and bright personality. Because of this, you can often 
find her doing some sort of presentation to a class or 
working together with teachers to enhance their lessons. 
Although she mainly works with the English and history 
departments, she is hopeful that in the near future she 
will find a way to relate her skills to the math and science 
departments. 

Many students believe the library to be, not only 
a great hangout spot, but a safe place where they feel 
welcome and comfortable. The commons is very LGBTQ 
positive, and Barker is even the head of the Gay-Straight 
Alliance (GSA) as of last year. She also runs the Poetry 
Club, which started last year. 

"A big part of the library, for me, is making 
sure that it's a safe open space for everyone in our 
community," said Barker. 

To assist in the effort to create a safe space and to 
help in general, there are five library assistants. Their job 
is to put up decorations, arrange book displays, re-label 
books, barcode books, find books for students, and so 
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much more. 

One of the assistants. Nova Flynn, came up with 
a new system to identify Barker's Tittle helpers.' Each 
assistant has a lanyard with their name and the word 
"Library Assistant" written on the top. 

"Everybody seems to really like them," said 
Flynn. "I think it definitely helps people out because they 
know who to look for instead of bothering Ms. Barker." 

Now, if only the library could acquire more 

books. 

"Our budget hasn't been increased in the three 
years I've been here. While it's remained the same, we've 
actually had to purchase more databases because funding 
was cut to the state," said Barker. "While the price of 
databases has increased, our budget has not. The books 
have suffered because of that, as a majority of the budget 
for our books is not going to our books anymore, and is 
being devoted to other essential needs that we have. 

"A rough estimate is around 7,000 books in this 
library, compared to other high schools who have 20,000," 
Barker added. "We are considered a very, very small 
library." 

For Barker, the most important thing about a 
library is the people. 

"In the library world you are called my 'patrons,' 
but you are my students, my staff, my community," said 
Barker. "They are the most important thing to the library, 
because without people there would be no library. The 
library commons is a location where everyone can meet 
and come together. Because that's what really matters." 

Although many don't go to the library to read, 
it is a great place to study and do homework or projects, 
and Barker is always willing to help a student out to the 
best of her abilities. 

"It's a good place to go during study to do 
homework, but also to talk to friends," commented 
Library Assistant Felicia Aguiar. "I don't think a lot of 
them take out books, but they do sit and do homework." 

Most students believe the appeal of the library 
comes from the librarian herself, and the way she just 
cheers them up. 

Flynn described Barker as someone with a 
"happy demeanor," which is one of the reasons why 
Flynn enjoys her time in the library. 
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"If you're having a bad day and you walk into the 
library, Ms. Barker just makes your day a lot better," Flynn 
said. "She's a very happy and friendly person."

homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 
but over 100 were catalogued and photographed. 

The results of the survey are in digital form on the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings.

Gabriel's Episcopal 
church at 124 Front 
Street has been 
radically altered 
since its beginning 
as a Greek Revival 
school building. It 
was built in 1847 
as Sippican Academy, a private school for the daughters 
of whaling captains. In 1860, the upper floor housed the 
town library and was rented to the Sons of Temperance 
one evening every week at a rate of 20 cents per evening. 
In 1874, the Sippican Seminary was bought at public 
auction for $700 by Andrew A. Harwood of the U.S. 
Navy for the purpose of divine worship. Over the years, 
the chapel was gradually transformed into a one-and- 
one-half-story Carpenter Gothic building. The renowned 
artisan, Charles J. Connick, whose studio was located in 
Boston, designed the beautiful stained glass windows.

The best performance in Solo: A Star Wars Story , as 
is often the case in these films, comes courtesy of someone 
playing a droid — Phoebe Waller-Bridge as the voice 
of L3-37, who navigates the Millennium Falcon for its 
pilot, Lando Calrissian (Donald Glover). L3-37, who has 
a clever ambigrammatic name, has a revolutionary spirit 
— she's always agitating for the freedom of any droid 
she happens across. She's passionate about her cause in a 
way that nobody else in this overlong movie is — mostly 
everyone's out for themselves. 

Which might seem like the proper tone for a spin¬ 
off movie about the smuggler and scoundrel Han Solo 
(Alden Ehrenreich), but it seems like a regression coming 
after the rather more complex view of heroism over in the 
current sequel trilogy, where Luke Skywalker just brushes 
the saga's Joseph Campbell worship right off his shoulder. 
And we know Han will grow and deepen as a character, 
so Solo can't help coming off like "Come see Han before 
he became interesting!" Ehrenreich doesn't ring many 
bells as Han — he neither looks nor sounds much like 
Harrison Ford, the character's previous steward — and 
the grinning lightness of his performance makes us think 
he's not trying to ape Ford but rather George W. Bush 
trying to play Jack Nicholson. 

God help Lucasfilm if they try a young Indiana 
Jones film and miscast it this badly while missing the 
appeal of the character so wildly. To be fair, some of the 
side casting works. Donald Glover is as charismatic as 
you've heard as Lando, and has a better grief-stricken 
scene than does Woody Harrelson as Beckett, a thief Han 
falls in with, when someone close to Beckett dies. The loss 
of that person also means the loss of one of the movie's 
better actors before the film is a half hour old, but what 
are you gonna do? The movie, which was started by Phil 
Lord and Christopher Miller (The LEGO Movie) and then 
given the directorial equivalent of a page-one rewrite 
by Ron Howard, moves fast (for a while, before bogging 
down somewhere in the second hour) and is "plotty" 



in a hectic, meaningless way I don't enjoy. Ultimately, I 
couldn't see how a movie like this could have been any 
better, either. 

Like many prequels. Solo often seems more like 
a checklist than a movie. We gotta have the Kessel run 
in there somewhere, so let's make that front and center 
instead of leaving it to the fans' imaginations. And we 
know Han wins Lando's ship in a card game, so let's do 
that, too, but leave it till last, so the audience waits the 
whole damn film for something they know has to happen. 
These supposed stand-alone Star Wars movies ( Rogue 
One was the first) are still chained to the larger narrative 
and events of the core Star Wars films. I think Lucasfilm, 
which apparently wants to take the movies in another 
direction away from Luke and anyone he knew, is going 
to find to its dismay that nobody outside the fandom cares 
all that much about stories that veer too far from Luke, 
Han, Leia and so forth. And, judging from this movie's 
embarrassing status as the first bona fide Star Wars 
flop, they don't even care about Han that much unless 
Harrison Ford is playing him. 

Ron Howard does his usual proficient, zero- 
personality job of work. There are at least four in-jokes 
in the casting as it pertains to Howard's past — you start 
looking for Henry Winkler in there somewhere. It makes 
Solo play more like an Arrested Development episode than 
a Star Wars movie. Han Solo has always been a hero in 
spite of himself, someone who could just as easily have 
fabricated the whole "made the Kessel run in less than 12 
parsecs" thing. Lucas even originally saw Han's boast as 
a blatant lie meant to impress Luke and Ben Kenobi. What 
if the Kessel run had actually been a complete shambolic 
comedy of errors? Not in this movie, it isn't — so it turns 
out Han's claim is legit and not some story meant to get 
Han a gig he needs. Solo doesn't just make the young 
Han boring; it reaches back and retrospectively makes the 
older Han more boring, too. That's some trick.
